The moment this was broken into, a 
flood of water gushed out and Kerwin 
and a man named Landy, standing by, 
yelled out to save the men in the right 
shaft as the water poured down the 
hill in a stream, and he feared they 
would drown. Young David Hays, 
who had seen the affair, leaped for- 
ward at the call, and turned down the 
left drift to warn his endangered com- 
rades below. Just as he passed the 
air-shaft that had been broken into 
the rush of waters changed to an ugly 
roar which blanched the checks of the 
men. The flow of water had changed 
to a deadly volume of 

FIERCE FIREDAMP, 

and, as the young man swung by the 
shaft,a flash of blazing light elid 
through the shaft from end toend, it 
seemed. The daring young man car- 
ried an open, burning miner's lamp in 
his bat, aud he had hardly taken a 
step bey ond the roaring shaft when a 
spark ignited the reservoir of deadly 
firedamp, and he sank a corpse ten 
feet from the men whom he had hoped 
to save, and the men whom he had 
certainly doomed. In an instant an 
unquenchable fire sprang up in the 
nine-foot vein, just between the main 
entrance and on the right of the drift, 
forever shutting off the thirty-two men 
imprisoned there. Poor old David 
Hays, father of the mistaken hero, 

DRIVEN MAD 
by the fate of his son, dashed into the 


damp, only to fall blindly by the side 
of his son, and.to be dragged out an 
bour later with James Shefin, both rec- 
ognized only by their wives. The fire, 
fanned by the air from the main dritt 
and from the fatal shaft, was soon 
spreading into an awful conflagration. 
The miners from the left drift were 
reached, 
BLACKENED AND BRUISED, 
but safe, and they tell a fearful story 
of the sight beyond the blazing 
coal on the right. Willing hearts 
aud hands were not wanting on the 
outside, and Clerk Cook, with Mine 
Inspector Keaghley, headed a party of 
100, who entered the main shaft, and, 
after groping on for a quarterofa ‘mile, 
were driven back again by the deadly 
gas, only to recover breath for a 
moment and again plunge in, to find 
that the right drift was impenetra- 
ble and no man living could 
ass. They finally came upon two 
odies, and they were brought to 
the opening of the mine. When the 
two blackened corpses, those of Shear 
and the two Hays, were drawn into the 
daylight, a moan went up froma few 
of the hundreds about the pit.

Dealers Revolt Against the Tyranny 
of the Trust. 

New York, June 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Leading wholesale 
liquor dealers of New York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago and Cincinnati held a 
meeting today which bodes ill for the 
whisky trust.

LAW AND JUSTICE. 


A Very Complicated, Case of 
Mother-in-Law 


AND “NOTHING LIKE LEATHER.” 


— 


Arguments in the Castac Murder 
Case—Line of the Prosecution 
and Tactics of the Defense 
~The De Turks. 


Quite an interesting case is now go- 
ing on in Judge Van Dyke’s court, in 
which the private affairs of the family 
of C. L. Fisher are being pretty thor- 
oughly ventilated. Mr. Fisher is very 
well known in Los Angeles as a boot 
and shoe merchant. The title of the 
case is Mrs, C. L. Fisher vs. Mrs. L. 
M. Thompson, and it is believed that 
there will be some racy developments 
before the trial is concluded. T. K. 
Wilson, Esq., is counsel for the de- 
fendant and Col. G. Wiley Wells for 
the plaintiff. The defendant is the 
mother of the plaintiff, and a very bit- 
ter feeling has grown up between all 
the parties. 

Mrs. Fisher is suing her mother for 
some property which she claims has 
been appropriated by fraud. The alle-4 
gations of the complaint are to the ef- 
fect that prior to October, 1885, the 
plaintiff advanced to her mother, Mrs. 
Thompson, $6627.25, with the under- 
standing that the money be invested 
in a lot and that a residence be built 
thereon. It was also agreed that the 
deed should be in Mrs. Thompson’s 
name, to be held by her in trust for the 
benefit of the plaintiff, to the extent of 
the money advanced. 

In accordance with the terms of the 
agreement, lot 10 of Childs & Hansen’s 
subdivision of block 62 was bought 
from George Hansen, and the resi- 
dence was built. 

But, alleges the complaint, upon 
January 27, 1890, Mrs. Thompson, dis- 
regarding her duty as trustee; and 
being of weak and unsound mind, was 
prevailed on by Timothy Baker, Jr., to 
make a deed to him conveying the 
property without consideration. Also, 
that he has been endeavoring to dis- 
pose of the property with a view to 
taking Mrs. Thompson to a home in 
the east. It is alleged that since the 
property was deeded to the defendant 
she executed a mortgage on it for 
$6000; that the money was for her own 
use; that she loaned it to other parties, 
and that it has been replaced with the 
exception of $1500. The plaintiff there- 
fore prays for a decree that the defend- 
ant be declared the trustee of the 
1 that her deed to Mr. Baker 

annulled, and that the property be 
partitioned between the -parties ac- 
cording to their interests. 

Mr. Fisher was still on the stand 


shert time during the afternoon. The 
case will not be finished yet for several 
days, as it is understood that there 
are several witnesses yet to be ex- 
amined who have spicy stories to tell.

A BOLD ROBBERY. 


The Palms Ticket Office Rifled 
/ Yesterday. 


A LONE HIGHWAYMAN'S EXPLOIT 


He Enters the Depot, Opens the 
Money-drawer and Gets Away 
with the Contents and Him- 
self—On the Trail. 


One of the boldest robberies that has 
taken place in this county for some 
time, took place shortly after 12 o’clock, 
noon, yesterday. At that hour a lone 
highwayman walked into the — 
ticket office, at The Palms, between 
this city and Santa Monica, and robbed 
the office. A report of the affair 
reached this city soon after, and all 
kinds of stories were soon in circula- 
tion. Several officers visited The Palms, 
but up to a late hour last night no 
trace of the robber had been discovered. 
A few minutes before the robbery was 
committed, Miss Johnson, the agent 
at The Palms, stepped out of the office, 
and was attending to some business 
about the depot, when the highway- 
man, who had been hanging about, 
entered the office. He could not have 
been there over five minutes when the 
agent returned. As she entered the 
door he jumped through a window and 
bounded off at a break-neck speed. He 
had opened the money-drawer, which 
contained $16, and was about to begin 
on the safe, when the agent entered. 
Ashe jumped through the window, 
Miss Johnson recognized him as the 
same man who had been hanging 
around the office, notwithstanding the 
fact that he attempted to disguise him- 
self by pulling his hat over his eyes, 
so that it acted as a kind of mask. He 
took every cent the drawer contained, 
besides a bunch of tickets. Had the 
agent been absent a few minutes 
longer, he would have opened the safe, 
as he is evidently an expert safe man, 
and had it- on the last combination, 
and one more turn would have 
opened the door. 

He is described as a well-dressed 
man of about 30 years of age, with a 
light mustache and sandy hair. Miss 
Johnson gave the alarm as soon as she 
could get her breath after the shock 
the thief’s jump through the window 
gave her, but as there were no men in 
the immediate neighborhood, the fel- 
low made good his escape. He headed 
for Los Angeles, and the chances are 
that he reached this city before the 
officers got on his trail.

THE CASTAC CANON CASE. 

Yesterday was a hurd day on the 
jury in the Chormicle and Gardner 
murder case. They listened all day to 
two arguments—one by Mr. Gordon, 
who opened for the prosecution, the 
other by Mr. Murphy, who opened for 
the defense.

He was occasionally dramatic, 
as where, at the outset, he asserted 
that the defense has no favors to ask, 
and wishes only justice; that by right 
the two defendants should not be

Fi- 
nally, in a fit of rage and pain, 
the monster made a_bee-line 
forthe beach. He came at a rapid 
rate of speed, and ran himself high and 
dry on the sand. His enemy followed, 
but when he found that he was getting 
into shallow water he turned and 
swam back to deep water. The eye- 
witness tothis strange combat said: 
„When I saw the whale coming for 
shore I determined to see what it was 
that was giving him such a hard fight, 
and I climbed to an elevated point 
where I could see what was going on. 
I am not positive that it was a shark, 
but I think it was. It might have been 
a sea-serpent, but I don’t think so.”’ 

An examination of the whale showed 
that he bad hada hard fight, for his 
sides were covered with wounds that 
must have been made by a powerful 
animal or fish. The old sailor and 
several others are cutting the whale up 
for the oil and whale bone.

A GRAND STRUCTURE. 


The New Chronicle Building Thrown 
Open for Inspection. 

SAN FRANCIScO, June 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The new Chronicle 
building, located at the intersection of 
Market, Kearney and Geary streets, 
one of the largest and most complete 
structures on the Pacific Coast, was 
thrown open to public inspection to- 
night. it has been under construction 
for over a year past, and its builder, 
M. H. de Young, proprietor of the 
Chronicle, has spent about one million 
dollars upon it. The edifice is 10 
stories in height, and has a frontage of 
93 feet on Market and Geary streets. 
Generally speaking, it is built in 


Romanesque style, though no particu- 
lar order of architecture has been fol- 
lowed throughout. The building is 
135 feet high, and is surmounted by a 
tower 67 feet in height, making a total 


top of the edifice. It is one of the 
strongest structures on the coast, the 
interior framework being of heavy 
steel. The walls are of dark brown 
sandstone and red pressed brick, with 
terra cotta trimmings, which give the 
building a very handsome appearance. 
In the tower is a mammoth clock, hav- 
ing four dials, each 16 feet in diam- 
eter. 

One of the features of the interior 
finish of the new structure is the mar-

You are in error in supposing that I am 
opposed to sugar being admitted free of 
duty. My objection is not to free sugar, 
but to the proposed method of mak- 
ing it free. If in the pending 
tariff bill sugar is placed upon the free 
list, we give to certain countries a free 
market for $95,000,000 worth of their 
products, while they are not asked to open 
their markets to the free admission of a 
single dollar of American products. We 


ought to have in exchange for 
free sugar trom certain countries 
a free market for breadstuffs 


and provisions, besides various fabrics 
from all parts of our country. In short, we 
ought to secure in return for free sugar a 
market for $60,000,000 or $70,000,000 worth 

will not .require a reciprocity treaty to 
secure this great boon. The Tariff Bill can 
conditlous. The 
legislative power is able to secure the de- 
redend. Within the last twenty years 
we have given the countries south of 
us free admission for nearly sixty mil-

In concluding his speech Mr. Daniels 
said that the world moved, apd that 
this was a land ef progress had never 
been better demonstrated than by the 
fact that the great leader of the Re- 
publican financial policy of the United 
States (alluding to Senator Sherman), 
who carried the single gold standard 
over two continents, had come forward 
in his speech and laid down at the feet 
of the double standard and proclaimed 
that he was at last an advocate of sil- 
ver money. 

Mr. Allison next addressed the Sen- 
ate. He said he should vote for the 
House bill as amended by the Senate 
Finance Committee, as he considered 
it the wisest and best solution of the 
question. The question to be consid- 
ered was what currency could be safely 
substituted for the national bank cir- 
culation. The judgment of the Fi- 
nance Committee was (and he 
thought it would be the judg- 
ment of the Senate) that if the 
Government issued paper money 
it should issue it on something that 
was itself convertible to legal tender 
money. Therefore the bill proceeded 


money 
should be issued shoul issued 
on silver bullion purchased by the 
Government at the market price. Why, 
he asked, bad silver bullion been select- 
ed as a basis for that new paper money? 
It was because the public mind rested 
in the belief that sooner or later silver 
bullion would be coined, and become a 
part of the metallic currency. It was 
on that basis that he would vote for 
the bill. It was on that basis that he 
was willing that the coinage of silver 
dollars, as now provided for, should 
cease. There were people who believed 
the coined dollars in the treasury were 
useless, and that it would be wise 
a policy to cease that coinage. 

efor one did not share that belief. 
He believed that it was just as well to 
continue them to the utmost limit of 
four millions a month, but there 
was alarge public opinion against that 


the bullion should be left in the treas- 
ury uncoined. He did that more 
readily, for the reason that he believed 
that sooner or later the United States 
would have to change the number of 
grains of silver in the dollar, and 
therefore the dollars now coined would 
be recoined.. He was therefore will- 
ing that bullion should lie in the 
treasury until it was known whether 
there would be an international agree- 
ment as to the ratio. It was true the 
pending bill provided that the bullion 
in the treasury should be coined for 
the redemption of treasury notes. 
Whatever might be the opinion of 
other Senators in that respect, he did 
not labor under that delusion that in 
the near future, by the provisions of 
the House bill or the Senate bill, any 
additional silver dollars would be 
issued. There were now more than 
three hundred million coined dollars 
in the treasury against which silver 
certificates were issued; so although 
those dollars belonged to the holders of 
certificates, the certificates were paya- 
ble for public dues, and when they were 
received intothe treasury they belonged 
to the Government of the United 
States; so the Government would al- 
ways have a working balance sufficient 
to redeem those treasury notes. He 
believed the only safe way to rehabili- 
tate silver was to secure a concurrent 
agreement among nations whereby 
they would open their mints concur- 
rently to the free coinage of silver at 
an agreed rate. So believing, he was 
willing to go on as they were going on 
now (tentatively as it were,) with a 
provision for the use of silver peuding 
negotiations that ought to be had for 
the restoration of silver on some agreed 
rate by the nations of the world. In 
supporting the bill he supported it on 
the basis of the idea that the Govern- 
ment of the United States would use 
its power in endeavoring to secure an 
agreement whereby all commercial na- 
tions of the world would use silver as 


agreed upon. He regarded the pend- 
ing measure, and the unanimity with 
which it was supported, as a complete

it. When we denounce the saloon man, 
call bim hard names and class him with 
vile criminals, don’t we alienate from 
our ranks good temperance men? 

At first thought, to a law-and-order 
person, it would seem hard to und per- 
sons in any considerable number that 
would oppose so just and reasonable u 

«measure. But its advocates find them- 
selves, as it were, between two fires. 
The customs of the early mining days 
have been banded down as a part and 
parcel of our laws. Aud the foreign 
element, many of them, regard all 
days alike, and all business legitimate 
that will bring in money. 

But the foreigner that comes to this 
country, and was educated that way 
certainly should not come here and 
force upon us his standard of morals. 

Any person that argues that the 

saloon is for the best interest of 
OuP ity, either talks what he does not 
believe, or was educated where good 
morals were at a discount. 

The saloon man says if he is not al- 
lowed to keep his saloon open on Sun- 
days, he, cannot pay his license tax. 

Just so. “If | understand the object of 
high license it is to reduce the num- 
ber of saloons and lessen the sale of 
liquor. 

have always been in favor of high 
license for that very purpose. But lam 
not in favor of licensing the saloon 
to sell liquor on Sunday at any price. 

: It has always been my lot to employ 
the mechanic and Jaboring man, and 1 
always felt a satisfaction in paying 
them their wages, unless | knew it 
was going directly to the saloon man. 
Not that I bore the saloon man any 
ill will, but it seemed like aiding my 

- — employé in his own ruin. 

It does not require a man to be an 
avowed temperance man to see the 
evils of the open saloon on Sundays, 
and many of them would favor an 
ordinance for its suppression, only 
they say itis but an entering wedge 
for probibition. 

This is not a question of politics or 
religion, for we don't say what a per- 
son shall do on Sunday; but that he 
shall not do on Sunday what infringes 
on the rights of his neighbors. I said 
it was not a question of politics, yet it 
may become so if our Council refuses 
to pass an ordinance that is demanded 
by 80 large a majority of the people.

Here is a full list of the City“ ships 
lost at sea during the forty-seven years 
ending with 1887: City of Bristol, 1840, 
35 lives lost; City of Glasgow, 1854, 480 
lives lost; Eastern City, 1858; City of 
Boston, 1870, all on board; City of New 
London, 1871: City of Waco, 1875, be- 
tween 75 and 100 lost; City of Hartford 
and City of Mexico both went down in 
1875; City of Troy, City of Manhattan, 


and City of Chester in 1876; 
City of Havana, City, ok San 
Francisco, and City of Merida in 


1877; City of Dallas, City of Chester 
—.— of the same name.) City of New 
zedford and City of Ilouston in 1878; 
City of London, 1870; 1880 claimed four 
more doomed cities—Marion City, City
